Notwithstanding the seriousness of the 
situation in Maine, a Washington dispatch 
says that Senator Hamlin and Congress­ 
men Frye and Lindley giye it as their 
opinion that the Republicans arc certain 
to triumph In the end. The line of march 
which will lead to victory over the polit 
leal outlaws in Maine is said to be this:

Both Wilkinson and his wife were quick­ 
tempered, and, as he was feeling sullen and 
bitter toward her tor having stopped his 
oeer allowance, and she probably thinking 
of leaving him, their meeting probably was 
not pleasant. There was no witnesses to 
the tragedy, and the manner of mur­ 
der and suicide is mere conjecture. 
When 
found Mrs Wilkinson was lying upon her 
face, both her haods clasped across her 
breast. The jigged hole bemad the ear, 
from which the braia protruded showed 
plainly the cause of her sudden death. The 
door leading to tbe bed-room was open, 
and on its tnreshhold lay the murderer in 
a pool of his own blood. He was lying 
upon bis back, his left hand across his 
breast; his right hand (hopped carelessly 
across tbe thigh. Near him laid a five- 
chamber revolver, carrying a 32-100 ball, 
three loads remaining in the cylinder. As 
he fell his bead struck the foot of his wife’s 
bed, in which lay her youngest child, a 
babe of 4 months. In the n u t room slept 
the two older girls, one 3 and the other 2 
years of age, and a neighbor's boy, aged
